CALL IT “MOM’S” DAY 
Ruth Millett, who conducts a column “We The 
Women” for NEA Service and the Times-Mirror. oilers 
the following timely suggestion which will doubtless 
find ready approval by readers generally: 
This year maybe we ought to call it Mom’s Day. 
That is the teasing, affectionate title the majority 
of the boys in service seem to use, judging from all the 
“Dear Mom” letters that have been published in news­ 
papers since the war’s beginning. 
But whatever the daj is called, the mothers of the 
boys in service are the ones we should especially honor 
this year. 
They are the ones who are having a difficult time. 
Their “kids” are men in uniform—far from home, fac­ 
ing danger, hardship and loneliness. And there is noth­ 
ing “Mom” can do for them—but pray and hope and 
write letters and bake cookies and keep the rest of the 
family as happy as possible. 
Let’s offer a special prayer for those “Moms 
this 
Mother’s Day. And through the rest of the year, let’s 
be especially considerate of them. 
Let s not only allow, but encourage, them to talk 
about their sons—to brag how well they are doing, to 
show’ us their pictures in uniform so that we can sa\ 
“My, but you must be proud of him.” 
They need to have others listen, sympathize, and 
admire — those Moms who are going through the hardest 
time of their lives. 
Let’s remember when we bump into them on the 
street to ask with interest and concern, “Have you heard 
from Bill lately?” 
Let’s not be critical of their reaction to war’s strain 
and their sacrifice. 
Some people don’t stand up as well under worry 
and fear as other people. 
We shouldn’t expect them 
all to react alike, to show the same high courage, to 
put on the same brave front. 
Let's remember all that—long after Mother’s Day 
has passed.
